PARIS UNDER THE MOB.
From the N, ¥, Tridune,

The National Guard which was to preserve
order in Paria bas turned traitor to the Gov-
srnment, and threatevs to involve all France
in civil war, Suech deplorable consequenoces
have followsed more trivial riotsa than that of
Montmartre, The Jminful and dissppointing
story of the disorders which distract Paris
and the excesses which involve the republic
in ruin is told st length in other ocolnmns.
Briefly summed up, it reveals that a mob is
practically in possession of the I'rench

capital: that the National Guard re-
[nses to maintsin the Government, and
that only a weak police saves the mem-

bers of its Execulive from hasty flight.
The Guard and mob have fraternized;
the former has basely snrrendered its officers
to the latter, and threes of them have been
condemned i)y the court-martinl and shot to
death, while others have been murdered by
the mob, General Palladines, its commander,
is m prisoner. _Althongh origiually confined to
the suburban districts of Belleville and Mont-
martre, the rioters, since the defeotion of the
Guard, have advanced into the heart of the
city, and have seizod the headquarters of the
Guard in the Place Vendome, In a word,
Paris is completely at their meroy; and al-
ready cries out for aid from the provinces or
the Prussians.

The immediate cause of the uprising was
an untimely if not an unwise effort on the
part of the Government to disperse the mob
at Montmartre, led, as we are left to infer,
by Blan«ui, Flourens, and the other violent
and active ‘‘Heds” lately condemned to death
for contumacy. The designs, and indeed the
leadership of the mob, are not very clearly
revenled by the reports or by their action, but
a violent opposition to the Assembly and the
Government which it has created has been
developed. It is this hate which evidently
inspires the mob, and it rushes blindly to the
destruction of all semblance of government
and of order., There is no powar of argnment
which can reach the rioters, and no military
force remaining in Paris which can suppress
them: and the scenes which are now enact-
ing, and which must follow, cannot well ba
other than revolting, eruel, and disgraceful.

The Paris journals call upon the provinces
or the Germans for aid. It is difficult to say
which anthority will be exercised or which it
would be wisest to invoke., The appearance
of Gardes Mobiles at the gates of Paris would
incite civil dissensions, which, arraying Paris
against the rest of France, would naturally
lead {0 most deplorable consequences. The
issne of such a conflict wonld for a time, at
least, be doubiful, and Paris would suffer
move from her own sons than she did from
the Germang. A sufficient body of the latter
would make the struggle short and decisive,
and though a government which calls upon
the Prussians for its maintenance must suffer
in popularity by such degrading action, it
seems likely that M, Thiers is left no other
alternative. The Germans are interested in
maintaining order, if not the government, in
order to secure their indemnity, and any call
apon them for aid will doubtless be promptly
answerad. As indicating such willingness,
their retirement bas already been discon-
tinued.

WHEN THERE WILL BE PEACE AT THE
: SOUTH.

The policy urged with reference to the
States lately in rebellion by the Democratic
party is that of laissez faire. ‘‘Let them
alone,” say they, ‘““and they will work out
their own reformation.” The line of argu-
ment pursued is that sufficient time has not
elapsed since the close of the war fo con-
vince the South that it needs Northern capi-
tal, energy, and performance for the purpose
of davalopinf its resources and incremsing
its wealth, The South is in grest need of
many things which the North alone can sup-
ply, and eventuoally it will not be blind to the
andvantages of Northern emigration, and a
wingling of the people will bring a peacefal
solution of the question that has so long
vexed the nation,

The argument does not go far enongh.
Provision is made for Northern capital, en-
ergy, and perseveramce, but none for North-
ern opinion. Oapital, energy, and perseve-
rance are wanted, but not opinions. “We
will receive all that the North offers,” say the
South, ‘“whish will enable u8 to cover our
position previous to the Iiebellion—to in-
crease our woalth and develop our country,
and in return the Nerthern capitalist and
emigrant must receive sur Pok'ﬁoal opinions,
and aid us politically as well as financially."
The political charactes of the South is one
of intense intolerance. It was so before the
war, and at the close of it the leaven of
secession remained. That it now leavens the
whole lnmp is due to the sympathy of the
Democratic party. This party, which en-
couraged the Rebellion, now encourages the
acts of violence which are of dsily commis.-
sion in most of the late rebellious Btates.
The Democratic party is almost as much to
blame as the perpstrators of the outrages. It
is due to its sympathy that the South is nct
at peace.

The apologists for the Basbels of the South
denounce all laws passed for the rvation
of rights, property, and life as *‘persecation,”
and say that so long as this conrse is pursned
the country will not have peace. If the laws
passed by Congress for preserving the rights
and lives of peaceful and law-abiding citizens
are proscriptive, what are the whippings,
mutilations, shootings, drownings, and hang-
ings of innocent persons, whose only erima
is their attachment to the Union ? In urging

THE NEW LOAN OF THE
STATES.
From the N, Y. Herald.

Although the act of Congress anthorizing
the refunding of the national debt was passed
80 long ago as last July, and an amendment to
it was in Janunary, the Becretary of the
Treasury held back from negotiating the new
. loan, as it is called, until $he beginning of
this month, He regarded the war in Earope
and the general disturbanee of the finances of
the world in consequence as wnfavorable to
refunding the debt at that time. Tho war
being over, he now advertises for a new loan
or excbange of securities in aceordance with
the act of Congress. The proposition is to
convert the whole of the five-twenties, which
bear aix per cent, interest, into new bonds or
consols of three classes—namely, into ten-
year bonds, bearing five per cent. interest;
fifteen.year bonds, bearing four and a half

wr oent, interest, and thirty.year bonds,
Learin y four per ceunt. interest., In the pre-
sent advertised proposal the amount of the
firat class i8 five hundred millions, of the
second, three bundred millions, and of the
third, seven hundred millions—fifteen hun-

ANDREW JOHNSON vs. U. 8, GRANT.

When Andrew Johnson became President
of the United States, he it to fix a polioy
for his administration. He believed that the
shortest rond to peace and a restoration of
the practical workings of the Union was to
adotn the results of the war. He maintained
that the Union had been preserved, or, what
is better, that it bad not beén dissolved, for
the reason that the Rebellion for that purpose
bad been a failure. What Mr, Johnson be-
leved was, that as the Union had mnot been
dissolved, ns a matter of course no State
had been out of the Union, and this being
true in theory as well as fact, he held that
as soon as the Hebel armiea were disbandad
the people of the Bouthern States should be
allowed to resume the exercise of their local

overnments, They had been interfered with
n the enjoyment of this right by armed
bands of insurgents, who being defeated and
dispersed by the Federal authorities, the State
Governments should at onoe resume their
functi ns, This was the policy adopted by a
man put into the Vice-Presidency by the Re.
publican party. Did Republican Semators
agree wilh Mr. Johnson? No. They not
only differed with him, but they proscribed
all who agreed with his policy, and no Sena.
tor was more eager to prove his hostility
by fierce acts tham Charles Sumner,
ex-chpirman of the Sepate Committes
on Foreign Affairs. We now only propose
to set forth the Republican history of Ite-
publicanism. The Republican party in the
Nenate, at the time to which we now refer,
would not allow the President to have a
ch;licy, and all who dared to sustain the Chief
gistrate were proscribed. Special laws
were passed to enfetter the President. His
appointing power was curtailed. Oongress
remained in porl)etmd power to watch tho
Exeentive, and if even one branch of the
Government usurped the functions of a co-
ordinate branch, it was done by Uougress
when Andrew Johnson was President. Mr,
Sumper led in that proceeding, and he held
the notion that it was a sscred Bepublican
privilege for a Senator to eppose the Presi-
dent whenever bis duty dictated such acourse
of actien. Bnut the Republizan party is not
immutable. It has its weaknosses. There is
a flaw in its machinery which oocasionally
creaks, which has been Intely beautifully
demonstrated, as Mr. Sumner hes discovered
to his serrow. Poor man! he beliaved he had
a right to be consistent, buf, alas for him,
that is not part of Republicanism, It was all
right to fight with Andrew Jobnson. In that
case the President had no authority to have a
policy, for the reason that there was no de-

vices in that: it only meant the restoration |

of the Umnion: it did not propose to taks
millions of dollars out of the treasury
to  purchase disease-infested territory,
but promised to restore millions of oppressed

. and disfranchised mon to seeurity and their

politieal franchises, A United States Sena-
tor could differ with a President having in
view such objacts, and still be a Republican.
But when the President malwes himself the
great centre of a ring to plunder the treasury,
when he seeks to force a measure on the
country which the party thabelected him re-
pudiates, the Senator who dares resist such
encroachments is assailed and degraded
by his own partisan colleagnes, a majority of
whom acknowledge they are the ser-
vile slaves of a satrap im the White
House. There is nothing in bistory to equal
this exhbibition of political inconsistency.
One President, who dares to differ with a
Republiean Senate, is sought to beimpeached,
snd the Republican Senators who differ with
him advertipe themselves as the purest pa-
triots. In four years thereafter, when a
Republican Senator emulates this exam.
ple, finds himself compelled to differ with
the Chief Magistrate, his colleagnes depose
him for his independence. Was ever a party
in such a plight? We leave it to its worst
condemnation, its own shame,

AN ORDINANCE CHREATING A LOAN FOR
THE EXTENSION OF THE WATER
WORKS.

Secnon 1. The Select und Common Councils
of the city of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphia be and he Is bereby
authoized to borrow al not less than par, on
the credit of the city, two million one hundred
and twenty-two thousand dollais for the further
extension of the Water Works. For whieh inte-
rest not (o exceed the rate of six per cent. per
apnum, shall be pald half-yearly, on the first
days of Japuary and July, at the oflice of the
City Treasurer.

The principal of said loan shall be payable
and pald at the expiration of thirty years from
the date of the same, and not before without
the congent of the holders thereof; and the
certificates therefor, In the ususl form of the
certificates of city loan, shall be isgoed In such
amounts as the lenders may require, but not for
any fractional part of one hundred dollars, or,
it~ required, in amounts of fve hundred
or one thoussnd dollars; and it shall be ex-
preesed in eaid certificntes that the loso therein
mentioned and the lnterest thereof are payable
free from all taxes.,

Bection 2. Whenever any loan skall be
made by virtne thereof, there shall be b
force of this ordinauce suyually appropri-
ated out of (he income of the corpo-
rale estates, and from the sum raised by
taxation, a sum suilicient Lo pay the interest on
sald certiicates; and the further sum of three-
tenths of one per centum on the par value of
such certificates g0 lesued shall be appropriated
qunrlerllv cut of saild Income and taxesto n
ginking tuud, which fund and its accumulations
are hereby especlally pledged for the redemp-
tion and payment of sald certificates,
